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In the remarks, Applicant argued in substance that (1) Pai teaches away from claim 1 
because threads in Pai complete tasks individually rather than cooperative, and in Pai reference, 
the system is designed to minimize interprocess communication, and the reference needs to be 
considered as a whole, (2) Pai does not teach "a plurality of threads send PTE messages to each 
other" because they shared global variables, (3) the threads in Pai are not configured to send 
event information. 

Examiner respectfully traverses Applicant's arguments: 

- As to the point (1), Examiner agrees that the reference needs to be considered as a whole, 
however, the sections that discuss the threads in Pai complete tasks individually rather 
than cooperation is under the section where the existing systems are being discussed, not 
the new web server (AMPED). In the system AMPED, Pai teaches multiple threads are 
cooperative to compete a task (the main server process and multiple helper processes or 
thread; section 3.4 and section 5.1). Although Pai also discuss "minimize interprocess 
communication", the interprocess communication is still occurred (section 5.1). Thus, the 
arguments are not persuasive. 

- As to the point (2), as discuss above, the section that discuss thread shared global variable 
is under the section where the existing systems are being discussed (page 2, right column, 
last paragraph). Therefore, the arguments are not persuasive. 

- As to the point (3), Lindsley is used to teach the threads are configured to send event 
information, not Pai.
